This indignation Is but just and
proper. It voices our protest against
the unfair and dirty prejudice that
would make a “strike-breaker” doubly
cursed because he is black. At the
same time, it also shows our stand
for law and order, and our demand
that citizens be protected in their
right to work, which is but a part of
their liberty.
